The Vancouver School Board provides public school education for children living in the city of 
Vancouver, Canada. It is one of the largest school districts in western Canada. There are 18 secondary 
schools, 92 elementary schools and 3 adult education centers enrolling approximately 56,000 students 
in the Vancouver school district.

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VANCOUVER PUBLIC SCHOOLS 



There are 18 secondary schools (grades 8 to 12), enrolling approximately 26,000 secondary 
students. In Vancouver schools, the academic year begins in early September and ends in 
late June. All schools in the Vancouver public education system are co-educational and no 
school uniforms are required. 

Each school has a library, a gymnasium, a cafeteria, a school nurse, and counselors to assist 
all students in course planning and study skills. There are many extra-curricular activities 
including photography, sports, drama, concerts, skiing and community service. 


ACADEMIC STUDY IN VANCOUVER 

Students may enroll in a wide variety of excellent academic, fine arts, language and 
computer studies programs. Required courses are: English, social studies, and 
mathematics; biology, chemistry or physics; and career planning. Some elective courses 
offered include: 

• History, geography, calculus, law, accounting and business education; 

• Band, strings orchestra, chorus, drama, theatre production, dance, multimedia 
art, graphic arts, film studies, TV/video production; 

• French, Spanish, Japanese, Mandarin Chinese as a second language; 

• Information technology, design and computer assisted design credit courses; 

• Physical education 

Students with strong academic achievement may study Advanced Placement courses in 
calculus, computer studies, science, literature and history at several schools. 
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International Students Welcomed by Vancouver public schools! 


The International Education Program of the Vancouver School Board began in 1985. It gives 
overseas students the opportunity to study with Canadian students in Vancouver's public 
secondary schools. Local students and international students interact and learn from each 
other. Also, students may be matched with local host families, who welcome international 
students into their homes and introduce them to life in Vancouver. 


INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS 


• The International Program welcomes international students who are 5 to 16 years 
old to study in the Vancouver public school district 

• Students aged 17 may be accepted for study abroad exchange terms, or to our adult 
high school if wishing a BC high school graduation 

• Students will be given English language support where necessary 

• Currently there are about 1,550 international students in our schools, and they 
compose of approximately 2.8% of our student population. 

• Many of the students successfully enter university and college in North America or 

abroad. 



International students come from over 16 countries 
and districts, including Brazil, China, Germany, Hong 
Kong, Indonesia, Italy, Japan, Korea, Mexico, 
Singapore, Taiwan, Thailand, Turkey, Vietnam and the 
United States.

SUPPORT FOR INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS 



• English Language Learner (ELL) Programs in all secondary schools offer English 
instruction by specialist teachers, so international students acquire English language 
skills successfully. 

• Access to multilingual doctors and dentists in Vancouver city is available. 

• Multilingual workers liaise with international students and parents throughout the 
school district. 

• Peer tutoring is available at some schools. Local peer students (buddy students) 
receive proper training on their counseling skills and assist other students on their 
course work. 



• District student excursions are arranged during 
the school year. International students enjoy the 
activities organized for them and meet with new 
friends in the school district. 


• An international student counselor within each 
school provides ongoing support for the 
students' well-being and academic performance. 


• Medical Services Plan: Comprehensive health 
and accident insurance is mandatory in British Columbia province. Every international 
student must have this coverage while studying in Vancouver. International students 
are entitled to medical and hospital benefits through the government Medical 
Services Plan (M.S.P.). The Vancouver School Board will administer payment of 
provincial medical insurance premiums for all students enrolled in the International 
Education Program. Medical insurance privately arranged by parents or recruiters are 
not accepted. 
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ORIENTATION 

Orientation for new international students takes place in the week prior to the start of 
classes every year. This is compulsory for all students who are new to the program. 
Students commencing school in September should plan to arrive in Vancouver in mid- 
August. Students commencing a mid-year program should arrive several days prior to 
the start of the program. Please check the exact dates with program staff.

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PROGRAM OPTIONS 


Secondary school graduation: International students continue their studies at a Vancouver 
school until they have completed British Columbia high school graduation requirements. 

Short-term Study: Vancouver School Board offers short-term secondary school study program of 
3 months to 1 year that introduces international students to Canadian school life. Students can 
apply for September, January, February or April intake, and the period of studies must include 
September or June. Although international students enrolled in the short-term study for 5 
months or less normally will not achieve academic credits because a full academic school year 
cannot be completed, they are fully integrated with Vancouver students. 

Homestay: In co-operation with Langara College, the Vancouver School Board offers 
international students aged 13 and over the opportunity to live with a Canadian family while 
enrolled in a Vancouver public school. 

• Students learn about Canadian 
culture, lifestyle, customs and 
expectations. 

• Homestay students are provided 
with a private bedroom, which 
include study area, and three meals 
per day for a reasonable monthly 
fee. 

• Host parents can also provide 
custodianship for students, upon request. 

Academic Summer School Courses 

Students who stay to continue studying towards BC high school completion have the option to 
take one or two academic courses at the Vancouver School Board's academic summer school. 
This is arranged with the student's school counsellor's assistance, and involves a separate tuition 
fee. 




Fun for Visitors in Summer: International students may also study with local Vancouver students 
at a summer program in July and August. Students learn English, and participate in recreational 
and cultural activities. Students will also learn about Canadian culture, lifestyle, customs and 
expectations with their Canadian host families. Please visit the Vancouver School Board's 
website at http://intered.vsb.bc.ca to download the recent summer program brochure for 
detailed information. 
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ADMISSION AND REGISTRATION 



Application requirements: 

• Complete application form and sign the participation agreement on the form 

• Submit original or certified true copies of school transcripts from current year and last 
two years (in English) 

• Pay non-refundable application fee in Canadian funds 


Admission Criteria 

• Average or above average overall academic achievement 

• Good academic standing, conduct and attendance as indicated on the transcripts 

• Availability of appropriate space in the International Education Program 


Admission Process 

• All applicants will be acknowledged and applicants will normally be advised within 10 
working days whether or not they have been accepted into the program. 

• A letter of placement will be issued upon approval. 

• Please pay the tuition fee and medical fee in full before the deadline stated upon 
receipt of the letter of placement. 

• An official letter of acceptance will be issued after fees are paid in full.

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ADMISSION AND REGISTRATION - continued 


School Placement 


• Applicants may indicate a preference for up to three 
schools. 


• Subject to assessment by Board officials and 
depends upon available and appropriate spaces and 
programs in schools. 

• International students will be placed in a regular 
academic program and may receive English Language Learning (ELL) support based on 
assessment results and available programs. 

• International students are NOT eligible for designated programs and services (e.g. 
special education or restricted enrolment programs) or alternate programs. 

• If students are found to have special needs after enrollment in the program, the Board 
will not be able to accommodate those needs and the student must withdraw. 

• The Vancouver School Board will place the student into the final appropriate grade 
upon reviewing the student's age and transcripts. 

The Vancouver School Board reserves the right to make the final decision regarding the 

applicant's school and program placement. 



Study Permit 

• Applicants must obtain a study permit before leaving their country of residence to 
attend school in the Vancouver School Board. It is the responsibility of the applicant 
to obtain a study permit from the Canadian Embassy, or Canadian Consulate in the 
country where the applicant resides. Recruiters may assist the applicants to consult 
the Embassy office for detailed information.

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REFUND POLICY 



In the event that an applicant does not come to Canada or decides not to attend or to 
leave Vancouver School District's International Program, the following terms will apply. 

All requests must be made in writing. Please attach the original letter of acceptance and 
receipt with the request: 

■ The application fee is non-refundable in any circumstances. 

■ The full tuition fee, less CAD$500, will be refunded upon receipt of satisfactory 
evidence that the Study Permit was not approved by Citizenship and Immigration 
Canada (CIC). 

■ Two-thirds (2/3) of the tuition fee will be refunded if the student withdraws prior 
to commencement of the program. 

■ One half (1/2) of the tuition fee will be refunded if the student withdraws before 
the end of the first calendar month of the program. 

■ No refund will be granted, for any reason, if the student withdraws after the first 
calendar month of the program. 

■ No refund will be provided if the student is dismissed from the program because 
of violation of school rules or the participation agreement on the application 
form. 

Students who become landed immigrants after tuition fees are paid will not be eligible for 
refunds other than as stated in the refund policies. 


Refund Policy for Returning Students 

Students who return to student at a VSB school for a second school year or longer have a 
refund policy as follows: 

50% tuition fee refund between the date of payment and May 31; 
and no refund after May 31.

Vancouver Public Schools Welcome International Students! 

Background: 

The Vancouver School Board (VSB), a public school district in British Columbia, Canada, offers 
international students the opportunity to study in Vancouver's public elementary and secondary 
schools. Students aged 5-12 may apply to study in grades K-7 in one of our 92 elementary schools, 
and students aged 13-18 may choose to study in one of our 18 secondary schools. The school year in 
Vancouver starts every September, except for students over 18 years of age who may apply to South 
Hill School in September, November, February and April. There are mid-term placements students to 
enter during the school year, depending on space availability. Individual students or groups are also 
invited to apply for summer school programs. 

List of services to be provided by recruiters: 

• Dissemination of Information 

Distribute VSB brochures and applications through various sources to the community. 

• Promotion 

Promote VSB programs through proactive marketing activities such as placing ads in 
newspapers, organizing or assisting in organizing information seminars etc. 

• Regular Updates 

Provide updates to VSB on the state of the student market in your particular city and country, 
including trends and events that impact the flow of international students to study in 
Vancouver or Canada. A report on the following information would also be helpful: 

Number of student inquiries by program type and counseling services provided 
List of students referred and/or processed by your office 

• Marketing Intelligence 

Provide suggestions to VSB to develop new marketing strategies for your country. 

• Counselling 

Provide students and parents with pre-departure information by appointment. Sessions will 
include: 

Introduction to British Columbia, BC education system and VSB programs 
Assistance to students in selecting suitable programs if necessary or appropriate 
Explanation of procedures for submission of admissions application and student visa 
process 
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• Study permit application 

Most recruiters would assist students in this process. In regards to custodianship, Canada 
Immigration in some countries requires a Letter of Custodianship in support of the 
application. Please note that the Vancouver School Board does not issue such a letter, but 
may arrange one through our homestay partner who can assist in this, or recruiters 
themselves may provide this service. 

• Follow-up 

Recruiters provide follow-up checks to ensure students are pleased with their education and 
homestay arrangements. Recruiters communicate with appropriate VSB officials to ensure 
student well-being. 

Commission: 

Secondary and Elementary School Students : 

a) New recruiters must sign an official contract with the VSB before a formal agreement begins and for 
commission to be paid. 

b) Choice of Schools - due to space availability, VSB will pay commission to recruiters only for the schools 
listed on the agreement with recruiters. Applications to other schools are welcome, although no 
commission will be paid by the VSB. 

c) Recruiters will be a percentage of the student's tuition fee per student, or pro-rated for short study 
periods. This amount will be paid to recruiters after students have been accepted into the Vancouver 
School Board schools, as listed in 'Choice of Schools', and approximately six weeks after the 
commencement of the program when these students will have registered and paid fees to Vancouver 
School Board. 

d) Commission fees will apply to new students only, for a maximum of one school year, or combined with a 
short-term program. 

e) Recruiters should note that students are not automatically accepted upon submission of the 
applications. Also the Vancouver School Board must receive complete application documents before 
students are assessed and Letters of Admission to be issued. 

Summer School Students : 

Recruiters who register in 5 students or more will be paid 10% of the total tuition i.e. the sum of all 

students' tuition added together, excluding fees for transportation and homestay. 

Contract Renewal: 

Contracts are signed for the duration of one year, and are renewable every year based upon 

performance and agreement from both organizations.

Each Vancouver school has an international student advisor who assists students with 
their studies. At the Grades 10, 11 and Grade 12 levels (the last three years of high 
school) it is necessary that all students take certain courses in order to graduate. 
School counselors will be able to answer students' questions on this matter. Some 
transfer credits may be given by school counselors for student work completed 
elsewhere. 

Student assessment is a major component of the school year and the Vancouver School 
Board expects international students to maintain good grades. All students are 
evaluated daily on their academic progress , work habits and attendance. Students will 
receive report cards at least three times a year in November , March and June. Copies 
of the report cards are mailed to parents and custodians. If you do not receive a copy 
of the student's report card by mail, please contact the International Education office.
